Canadian Chamber of Agri¬ 
culture Gives Specific Farm 
Program 


► BERRYWATER 


The 3,000,000 or more farm people 
living in Canada now have a federal 
Chamber of Agriculture, designed to 
co-ordinat^aall branches of agricul¬ 
ture and to act as the vehicle for a un¬ 
ited front. 

These are features of the program 
of action, adopted at the January 

meeting in Ottawa. 

1. If agriculture is to give maxi¬ 
mum aid in Canada's war effort, it is 
urged that in any contracts on farm 
produce or arfy marketing plan, a fair 
relationship be maintained between 
farm prices and the prices of things 
which the farmer buys. . 

2. Organized agriculture should be 
represented on all boards set up for 
sale of agricultural products; any con¬ 
tracts or trade agreements should Ape 
made only in consultation with repre¬ 
sentatives of organized agriculture. 

3. Control and marketing of Cana¬ 
dian wheat should be" placid with the 
Canadian Wheat Board and an advis¬ 
ory committee should be set up'with 
a majority from organized producers. 

4. Producers should be protected 
against loss from over production de¬ 
signed to meet war needs; and sur¬ 
pluses rising from war conditions. 

5. Provincial legislation has been 
provided in^x of the provinces to deal 
with provincial trade. Farmers should 
be given opportunity to set up market¬ 
ing agencies under their own control, 
"this would be through the federal leg¬ 
islation governing the export and in- 
ter-provirfcial trade. 

6. The livestock industry should be 
brought under regulation and control 
of a board of livestock commissioners, 
parallelling in a general way, the 
grain trade regulations under Board 
of Grain Commissions-, 

7. To increase domestic consump¬ 
tion of coarse grains. 

8. Permanent debt adjustment fa¬ 
cilities through provincial and federal 
legislation suitable to regional needs. 

9. Maximum interest not exceeding 
Jt'fi on farm mortgages. 

10. General united effoij to reduce 
high cost of farm machinery, particu¬ 
larly cost of distribution.

mer-fallow*should produce 28 bushels 
of wheat to the acre. But that state¬ 
ment is only relatively true. 

Timeliness of rainfall is important 
and there are other factors such as 
wind and heat which take an enor¬ 
mous toll, of moisture from the soil 
through evaporation. About eight 
inches of rain, falling betwen the 24th 
of May and the 15th of July, with the 
downpours coming at intervals from 
one to two weeks, will produce a good 
crap of wheat on summer-fallow 
whicli has carried a fair reserve of 
pioisture from thfe preceding year. 

During the growing season each 
year, deep beneath the 'ground, con¬ 
stant warfare is waging between the 
root systems of grain and weeds. The 
wild mustard plant has a root system 
of around 4,000 linear inches as 
against 2,000 for Marquis wheat. 
Hannchen barley has a root system of 
4,674 linear inches. This extensive 
root system shows why barley is more 
successful than wheat in combatting 
weeds. . 1 ' . 

The weather history of this country 
shows tfiat dry years and wet years 
come in irregular series, From 1885 
to 1895 there was a period of eleven 
dry years, the lowest being 5.47 inches 
in 1886, and the highest rainfall being 
*11.98 inches in 1888. This was followed 
by seven years of arhple rainfall from 
1896 to 1902, during which time the 
minimum annual rainfall was 13.68 
ipches and the maximum 22.28 inches. 

From 1903 to 1910,’ an eight-year 
period of dry years occurred, in only- 
one year of which the precipitation

A LL those of our readers who come from Eastern 
Canada, follow with interest the news of syrup¬ 
making time in the east. Toward the end of March, 
about 60,000 farmers of Ontario, Quebec and the Mari- 
times, were gathering their annual harvest. Twenty 
million maple trees were, tapped, and the prospect is 
that there will -be more maple products this year than 
, for some years past. 

In the old days before syrup-making became so highly 
industrialized, every little maple woods yielded up its 
sap for home use. Thef cry “Sap’s running” was the of¬ 
ficial proclamation of spring. There was a great clatter 
of energy in the household. The sap buckets and spiles 
were brought down from the attic.' The old mare was 
hitchejR'fds^he stone boat, to transport the buckets to 
the woods, and the children capered round in the joy 
of their first journey afield after the long snowbound 
winter. 

Hack home in the yard, the great iron cauldron was 
hoisted to the hook on a tripod to receive the sweet, wat¬ 
ery liquid which dripped froip the trees. With an open 
fire beneath the cauldtsi, the sap was boiled down, till it 
was ready for its second process indoors. There another 
huge pot held place of honor on the kitchen stove. The 
thickening liquid from the outdoor boiling was strained 
and boiled again,^mtil it reached the exactly right stage 
of syrup. Then foyowed the canning, with quarts upon 
‘ quarts put by foiyyear-round use. 

“Sap’s runnjrfg” is tied up with a score of memories 
of spring’s awakening in the east—the first clear prom¬ 
ise of flowers and leafage and warm barefoot days. 
Spring has no such dramatic entrance in Alberta.

So Stern About Taxe* 


(From The High River Times) ' 
YTl’MAN beings are noteworthy for their inconsist- 
encies. For .example, they are much sterner in 
their attitude toward municipal taxation than towaid 
the much greater demands imposed by senior govern*- 
ments. Yet it is in the field of municipal taxation that 
they actually see and enjoy the results. And they are 
much sterner and more inquiring about their Municipal 
taxation than about their innumerable other expendi¬ 
tures, through such ageucies asicharities, amusements, 
etc. ' • 

Take the school tax as one featui'e of municipal taxa¬ 
tion. In the town of High River, the school tax is a 
little better than one-third of the total mill rate. The 
man who pays $100 in taxes will thus be paying about 
$36 for the support of the schools, whether he has one 
child or half-p-»loV.en children benefitting. The propoi- 
tionate payment may vary in country districts, blit out 
of a year’s income, this is actually a very small amount. 
In return his children and his neighbor’s children have 
the benefit of a high standard of education from the age 
of six to eighteen years. The school buildings aie his. 
Every advance in equipment and facilities is his. He has 
an investment before his very eyes, a permanency for 
the development of intelligent, responsible citizenship. 
Yet if his school tax is raised by as much as $5.00 he is 
likely to howl blue ruin. At the same lime he is probably- 
spending as much as his school tax on tobacco during 
the year. His light bill alone probably cpstS as much 
as his school tax. He may be spending as much or more 
on picture shows, fraternities and so on. His casual 
charities doubtless amount to much more, and three or 
four trips to the city would eat up as much as he pays 
out in a year to keep the machinery of education Tun¬ 
ing. • . 

The point'is, that most people are acutely tax con¬ 
scious especially as to the taxes which actually .bring 
them most visible benefit. They will haggle and dispute 
over expenditure on something that will be of lasting 
value to the district, something that they can see for 
ttieir money. And almost at the same moment they may- 
spend. twice as much on something else transient and 
utterly valueless. This attitude toward expenditures 
which are in the ipterests of the community would bo 
more understandable, if it were parallelled by equally 
careful scrutiny of other tolls for causes farther afield. 
But it is not. There is\t childishness that is rather 
touching, but at the same time provoking, in the way the 
public will support vague projects, one thousand or ten 
thousand miles away. And there is no follow up or in¬ 
quiry to find out where the contributions have gone, or- 
what actually has been accomplished. But let ’it d»e 
something needed right at home, which will be of bene¬ 
fit here and now, and fifty years from now, and the tax¬ 
payer tightens right up, and is almost impossible to 
convert. •

As Business ia Encouraged 
by Fair Profits, So Should 
Basic Industry 


(From Country Life in B.C.) 

Business interests Uf a, gjiven as.sured 
protection by the gcgfernment\f Can¬ 
ada, as instance the statemem made 
by Hon. Mr. ILsley in his budget 
speech last September, when he said: 

“We must be able to hold out to 
business men the opportunity of mak¬ 
ing a reasonable profit and also the 
chance of securing some compensation 
for exceptional efficiency and willing¬ 
ness to take risks inherent in indus¬ 
trial enterprise in war time.” 

Is .not Canadian agriculture, which 
created the economic foundation of 
Canada and which still is in the main 
support of this economic foundation, 
entitled to parallel treatment 1 There 
can be only one logical answer to this 
question and it is summed up in the 
resolution, passed at the recent an¬ 
nual meeting of the Canadian Cham¬ 
ber of Agriculture, with reference to 
Canada’s bacon contracts: 

1. That contracts for agricultural 
products be made only after consulta¬ 
tion with representatives, appointed 
by organized agriculture. 

2. That the producers be protected 
from loss due to over-production in 
their efforts to meet fully food pro¬ 
duction requirements. 

3. That the producers have one full 
year’s time protection on any contract 
current when hostilities cease. 

4. That any further bacon contract 
price be based on feed costs and other 
contributing costs involved in produc¬ 
tion. 

While this specific resolution ap¬ 
plied to bacon contracts, the principle 
should be applied to all agricultural 
production of a useful type. The far¬

Warble flies attack beef and dairy- 
cattle, in every part of Canada where 
livestock is raised. The damage they 
do is not generally realized but it 
takes millions of dollars annually out 
of the farmers' pockets through the 
spoiling of hides by the holes made by 
grubs, through injury to cattle from 
fright and- worry When the flies are 
buzzing around and through conse¬ 
quent leduction in milk production and 
wastage of beef. In recent years war¬ 
ble fly .damage has been considerably- 
reduced in some districts by syste¬ 
matic control measuies, including 
timely application of derris'washes to 
the backs of the animals. 

On sunny days in spring apd sum¬ 
mer, warble flies lay their-ejjgs, at¬ 
taching them to the hairs on the legs 
and lower parts of the caUle. The 
buzz of the flies is sufficient to cause 
panic among the animals so that they 
run wildly about the fields.

Plan of Conquest 


* Calgary Annual Sale Larg¬ 
est in Past 21 Years With 
High Averages , 


Calgary annual stock -sale was a 
most successful event with 623 pure¬ 
bred bulls sold for $118,580, an aver¬ 
age of $190.34. This is the biggest 
sale in point of numbers and total re¬ 
turns since l3i9. 

Herefords again proved most popu¬ 
lar numbering 404 and averaging 
$205.22, which was somewhat lower 
than the 1939 average. Shorthorns 
numbered 155, average $158.62, also 
below the ’39 average. There were 64 
Aberdeen Angus, averaging $173.44 
which was higher than last year. 

Competition was very brisk through¬ 
out the sale, and there was a substan¬ 
tial increase of U.S. buyers, who prob¬ 
ably were taking advantage of the 
premium on their money. One strong 
talking point of the management is 
that only one bull in the last five years 
has reacted positively to the T.B. 
tests. Reason given for this favorame 
condition, sqid to be one of the best in 
th^ world, is that Alberta animals run 
on open range end the climate is un¬ 
usually healthy. 

The top price of the sale went to a 
Hereford bull and was $1,350, owned 
by Bond and Wright, Irricana, and 
went to E. H. Gamble of Winnipeg. 

Top price for Shorthorn was $505, 
sold by Manuel Brothers, Innisfail, to 
a Vancouver buyer. 

Thomas Henderson, Lacombe, had 
the grand champion animal, an Aber¬ 
deen Angus which brought $1 a pound 
froip T. Eaton Company. Second high¬ 
est .price went to J. Young of Acme, 
.for a grand champion baby beef, 
bought by Safeways for 60 cts. 

In the award of prizes, In the Here¬ 
ford class born prior to April 1, 1939, 
Mrs. Robert Weir of Twin Butte won 
first, and Wintercott Domino 42nd be¬ 
longing to'Hughes’ Brothers, won sec¬ 
ond. Hughes Bros, and W. A. Craw- 
ford-Frost of Nanton, both figured 
extensively in prizewinning classes 
with their Herefords.
